1. Radio Recognition of the Day 

a. The BGFIEND clandestine radio station is airing a special 
broadcast coamsmorating the event. 

b. Radio Free Albania (RFB/fcCFE) has planned two broadcasts 

to be aired at seven and nine p.m. on 28 Noveaiber 1951* One of the 
broadcasts was taped in Rone and flown to Raw York) it was received 
in New York on 2h Rovesiber. The broadcast, featuring four one-minute 
speeches by members of the committee, has been carefully reviewed by 
both RFE and OPC personnel. The other broadcast features members of 
the executive c omit tee in Rew York and has also been reviewed. 

c. The Voice of America has been contacted and, according to 
the latest information received by -this office, plans to make some 
observance of the day. 

2. Committee and Press Recognition of the Event 

a. A reception is being held in Rome by the members of the 
Committee. Sources at the British Embassy have indicated that the 
British ambassador. Sir Victor A. L. Mallett, or one of his immediate 
assistants, plans to attend the reception. This office has cabled 
instructions to the field in an effort to secure the attendance of 

an official of the U. 3. Embassy also. The reception will be highlighted 
by the release of the first RCFA news bulletin, a new monthly organ 
of the committee. In addition, the group will hear the special 
broadcast of the clandestine radio stationer 

b. A small reception is also being held in Rew York at the 
Hotel WARWICK. The details of this reception were handled by the 
committee in Rew York. The reception will be attended by members 
of the executive committee, members of the Albanian colony of Rew 
York in native dress, and executives of RCFE. In an effort to bring 
moz4 attention to the committee’s commemoration of the day, this office
